Washington, April 12.—(Special.)}—On ac- 
count of the absence of a democratic quo- 
rum, the house has gotten into a tangle 
that it may take days to unravel. 

The republicans, led by Tom Reed, who 
seems determined to block all business or 
force Speaker Crisp. to adopt his method of 
counting a quorum, are refusing to vote 
upon everything. As some fifty democrats 
are absent and seem disposed not to remain 
here, nothing can be done. Speaker Crisp 
decided last evening that it was time heroic 
action should be taken to force the repub- 
licans to vote. He, therefore called the 
committee on rules tégether this morning 
and brought in a rule providing that. all 
members refusing to vote or being absent 
when their names are called on a yea or 
hay vote, shall be fined $10 for each time 
they decline to vote or are absent, 

This rule gave Mr. Reed another chance 
to display his bad temper. He fought it 
from the jump. The speaker gave him full 
play for a time, but when it became evident 
that he was just endeavoring io tangle the 
issue, the speaker put the question of its 
adoption to the house, ignoring Reed. The 
republicans again refused to vote, and no 
democratic quorum being present, there 
was a call of the house, during which Reed 
succeeded in making a tangle by moving to 
excuse absent individual members. 

Arresting Officers Sent Out. 

Finally an order was adopted for the ar- 
rest of absent members, and sergeants-at- 
arms have been sent to scour the country 
for them. It will probably take severa) 
days to bring the absent democrats here. 

In the meantime the tangle cannot be 
unraveled. Business will be at a _ stand- 
be squabbling and 
petty fighting. 2ut when a democratic 
quorum is secured and if the rule is adopted, 
there w:ll be no more of this refusing to 
vote on the part of the republicans. When 
a blow is landed upon their pocketbooks 
they will not hesitate about voting. 

Several democrats who are absent the 
majority of the time, may vote against the 
rule. Some voted against it today, but it is 
Not believed there are enough of them to 


defeat it, even though the republicans should 


vote. 
Republicans Confident. 

Republican leaders in the senaie have given 
the democrats notice that they will not fil- 
ibuster longer against the tariff pill. 
will allow general debate to close Monday 
week and then debate the bill in paragraphs 
and vote on amendments. The republicans 
now claim they caa defeat the bill. 

They will attack it through the income 
tax and the sugar schedule. Enough re- 
publicans will vote for the income tax to 
hold it in the bill, and the republicans ex- 
pect to have enough democratic votes with 
them to place sugar oh the free list. Put- 
ting in the income tax, the republicans 
think will cause Hill and Murphy to. vote 
against the bill, and striking the duty off 
sugar they think will make the Louisiana 
Senators vote against it. Of course these 
votes, with the republicans, would defeat it, 
@nc the republicans are counting upon them.

Third, That the stockholders shall be lia- 
ble in addition to the amount of their sub- 
scriptions, 

Fourth, The currency of the banks shall 
be redeemable in legal tender currency of 
the United States. 

Mr. Swanson’s substitute will further pro- 
vide that all the United States government 
shall do is to ascertain as to whether these 
provisions are inserted in the charters of the 
banking corporations. 

Their proper execution shall be left to the 
State authorities.

PEFFER ON SILVER. 


All the Protection Should Not Go to 
the Manufacturcrs. 
Washington, April 12.—Committee reports 
and the urgent deficiency biii occupied the 
time of the senate until 1 o’clock. The 
tarif? bill was then taken up, and Mr. 
Peffer went on with the third part of his 
speech. In the course of his speech, he 
announced his purpose to present a sub- 
stitute for the pending bill. That substi- 
stute, he ‘said, would be based upon the 
principle of taxing the articles used by the 
rich, and exempting articles of prime neces- 
sity used by the poor, whether of domestic 
or foreign production. Further on, in his 
speech, referring to the populists, he said: 
“We are coming, Father Abraham The 
vanguard is snow-bound, I - understand. 
That is one of the symptoms of unrest 
among the people. Last Sunday morning, 
the city papers related some sad experi- 
ences of the night before. Somewhat in the 
neighborhood of forty men had come into 
the city who had a right to come here. 
They were arrested and imprisoned without 
any authority of law. That was an outrage 
upon justice. The men were absolutely 
peaceful. They had just as much right to 
come here as the president of the New 
York Central Railroad Company had, or 
any citizen of the United States. Among 
the things that occurred during fthe night 
was a conversation between the man who 
was recognized as the leader of the little 
company and one of the police officers, in 
which the man said: ‘We don’t belong to 
the Coxey army. We do not belong to the 
army of the ‘“‘commonweal.” We are not 
tramps. We are simply men out of work, 
seeking employment. We are willing to 
take what comes. We expect to; but we 

want to be treated as men.’ 

“And, Mr. President, 99 per cent of the 
unemployed men in this country today are 
just that class. They want something to 
do; and I believe that society owes them 
employment.”’ 

Still further, he said: 

Not a Free Trader Yet. 

“Tf it is to be the policy of the manu- 
facturers that they and they alone shall 
receive the benefits of protective tariff 
duties, then I am a free trader, and will 
do what I can to change the opinions of 
my people in that direction, so far as they 
are now in favor of protection. I want it 
distinctly understood that if you (addressing 
the republican side of the chamber) are to 
get all the benefits of protection, I am for 
free trade. I have not reached that point. 
I am now pleading with you to be fair 
with us. You demand duty 
factured goods which compete with yours. 
Give us duties where we ask them. We do 
not ask many, and do not ask for 40 or 50 
or 100 per cent.’ 

Mr. Gallinger? republican, of New Hamp- 
siher, asked whether the manufacturers in 
the United States could continue in business 
very long on a free trade basis. 

Mr. Peffer replied that he was not looking 
after the interests of the manufacturers, 
but after the interests of the men in the 
west and south who produ:ed tne raw ma- 
terials. If there were duties on the manu- 
factured products, he wanted duties also 
on .he raw materials. 

Kansas Could Stand It. 

Mr. Gallinger asked further whether, if 
free trade were established, and if manu- 
facturers had to discharge their laborers, 
or to reduce wages, the consumption of the 
agricultural products of the west would not 
be largely reduced and their prices re- 
duced. 

Mr. Peffer replied that the surplus of 
the agricultural products of the west was 
exported, and the prices fixed in the foreign 
market, so that the people of Kansas could 
stand free trade better than the pPRople 
whom Mr. Gallinger represented. For that 


reason, he asked that his republican friends j 


would aid him in insisting on retaining the 
duty on wool, in putting sugar on the free 
list and in retaining the sugar bounty. 

Mr. Gallinger: “I think I can speak for 
every senator from the New England states, 
when I say that we are with the ,genator 
from Kansas absolutely on these proposi- 
tions. I think we are with the senator on 
any other reasonable proposition which con- 
cerns the welfare and prosperity of the 
great state he represents.’’ 

‘“‘Yes,”’ said Mr. Peffer, satirically, ‘but 
whenever we ask anything that you do not 
agree to, you call it wnreasonable.”’

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MADELINE’S CLAIM. 


Major Butterworth Spends the “Day 
Criticising the Woman. 


HER FINGERS IN THE OLD MAN'S BAIR 


He Pleads That She Had Him Un- 
der Her Influence. 


ONE THING IS QUITE CLEAR, THOUGH 


They Were a Bad Pair, and Their Intrigue 
Has Ruined Them Both—The Case 
Is Nearing the End. 


Washington, April 12.—The Pollard-Breck- 


‘inridge case will go to the jury on Satur- 


day and a verdict will probably be ren- 
dered that day, for jurymen have no liking 
for being locked up over Sunday, as the 
jury in this case undoubtedly will be if its 
members fail to come to a conclusion be- 
fore midnight. Tomorrow morning ex- 
Judge Jere Wilson will begin the closing 
argument for the plaintiff, which will be 
the last argument in the case. He will 
continue a7] Gay and end his ‘speech some 
time Saturday, when Judge Bradley will 
charge the jury. 

Major Butterworth concluded his argu- 
ment for Colonel Breckinridge this after- 
noon, and the court then adjourned vntil 
tomorrow. There was an absence from his 
speech of the dramatic effects. vf yester- 
day. Today he was milder, although at 
times he approached the sensational in his 
language and gestures. 

Madeline Not Present. 

The plaintiff was not present, but she will 
probably be in ‘her usual place tomorrow 
to hear her counsel; Judge Wilson, reverse 
the portrait Major Butterworth painted. 

Major Butterworth began a few minutes 
after court was called to order. He held 
up to view the character of Madeline Pol- 
lard, described from his standpoint, and 
dissected it. His language was delicate 
and clean, and there was a careful avoid- 
ance of the risque stories and broad allu- 
sions which had marked the address of his 
associate counsel. The relations of Miss 
Pollard with James C. Rodes was the sub- 
ject to which Major Butterworth first de- 
voted himself. He read the letters from the 
plaintiff to Rodes, begging and demanding 
money from him. Then he read the letters 
which Miss Pollard called ‘‘wooden, or 
dummy letters.’’ These letters were dated 
from New Orleans, Jacksonville and other 
places in the south, and Miss Pollard says 
they were written in Cincinnati during her 
first pregnancy, some of them at the dic- 
tation of the defendant, and sent to Rodes, 
through her mother at Towlesboro, Ky., 
to divert suspicion. Miss Pollard testified 
that her mother knew nothing about her 
trouble, and taking up this point, Major 
Butterworth said: 

“There is only one person in the world 
who can tell whether there letters are gen- 
uine or not; there is but one person living 
who can clear up this mystery. That per- 
son is the mother of Madeline Pollard, and 
she has not been called. Why has she not 
been called? People may say, ‘Why don't 
you call her?’ and I will say to that that 
we are not going into the camp of the 
enemy for our provisions or our powder 
either.”’ 

Major Butterworth dwelt on the testimony 
of Sister Agnes and Sister Augustine, of 
St. Joseph’s Foundling asylum, near Cin- 
cinnati, These sisters, he said, were em- 
phatic in their declaration that Madeline 
Pollard had never been at the asylum, as 
she claimed, and more positive that she 
was not “Miss Burgoyne. ‘Either these 
holy women are guilty of deep falsehood,” 
cried Major Butterworth, ‘‘or Madeline Pol- 
lard never gave birth to a baby at St. 
Joseph’s asylum.” 

Judge Wilson Asks a Question. 

A little tiff between Major Butterworth 
and Judge Wilson furnished diversion for 
the spectators. Major Butterworth taunted 
counsel, who mude reference 
to the four volumes of Washington Irving, 
which 2 patient presented ty the feundling 
asylum library and through Which 
Miss Pollard seeks to identify herself with 
the institution. Judge Wilson interrupted 
to ask why the defense had not shown these 
volumes to Miss Hoyt and Mrs. lhetcham, 
of Lexington, who had seen the volumes of 
Irving which Miss Pollard owned and which 
the latter says are identical with these 
taken from the asylum library. ““‘Whst?’ 
cried Major Butterworth, “show them to 
those people and get them to identify things 
they had never seen? Not much!’ 

There was a further exchange of words 
and the spectators laughed. 

Judge Bradley immodiazely toll Major 
Butterworth to stop, and then tnreatened 
to clear the room as he had done yester- 
day. 

Major Butterworth laid considerable em- 
phasis on the frequent use of the expres- 
sion in Miss Pollard’s letters to Rodes— 
“Come early, and we will go to see mam- 
ma.’’—‘We will go and see mamma” when 
mamma was not there? What does it mean? 
I don’t know; perhaps, Judge Wilson does.”’ 
said Major Butterworth, “but if he did not 
know, he conveyed a very clear impression 
to the minds of his hearers that he meant 
that the expression used so frequently was 
merely a code phrase for going cut for some 
wrongful or secret purpose. Me referred 
sarcastically to Miss Pollard as “ a pewn 
on an immoral chessboard, moved whether 
the player was near it or not."” This was 
apropo of Miss Pollard’s statement that 
she wanted to take her baby and go away 
out of the defendant’s life and the derend- 
ant would not let her. In this connection, 
Major Butterworth told a little story. 

“IT met an old friend the other day and 
he said: ‘Ben, why did not Brackinridge 
break off with this woman”? I said to him: 
‘Do you remember about twenty years ago 
when a brave, stalwart man, ripe in years 
and experience, with a loving family about 
him, got a woman’s hand tangled in his 
hair?’ ‘My God! I do?!’ he cried. ‘Wh, yes.’ 
said I, ‘I remember how he sweated blcod 
before the world.’ ‘But why did he get 
in it?’ somebody asks. Oh, yes, that's all 
right, but that is not the question, when

The Alleged Promise of Marriage. 

Taking up the alleged promise of mar- 
riage August 3ist, 1892. Major Butterworth 
drew a picture of what depravity was shown 
if her story was true. Breckinridge had 
met her at the railroad station and told her 
he had something to tell her.that evening 
which he was vain enough to think would 
please her. “And what did he do? She 
says he took her to a house of ill-fame—to 
ask her with tender affection to be his 
wife.”’ 


‘“That’s what makes it ail the worse,”’ 
said Judge Wilson. 

“And that’s what makes your manly 
manhood know it is not true,’’ retorted 
Major Butterworth. shaking both clenched 
fists in‘the opposing lawyer's faces. ‘‘Be- 
fore the mould had gathered on the shroud 
of his dead wife, he asks her to marry him 
and consummate their years of debauchery 
by placing her at the head of his table, to 
preside over his pure and loving daughters. 
to rule his home—and st@ says when he 
wanted to ask her he took her to a house of 
ili-fame. It is not true,” said Major But- 
terworth. 

Continuing on this subject after recess, 
Major Butterworth said: 

“Madeline Pollard might have been a 
good woman in the eyes of the world to- 
day, if she had caried out her part of The 
contract with the @efendant, to leave Wash- 
ington and die out of his life. She did go 
to Bread Loaf Inn, Vermont, to work on 
the paper of Mr. Battell. But through 
s¢me mysterious power, the obstacle 
which prevented her from breaking that con: 
tract was removed in the death of the de- 
fendant’s wife. And then she laid her 
plan to trap him. She decided to go to 
him and say: ‘You marry me or else I'll 
drag you down in disgrace before the 
world.’ She returned to Washington, and 
now she claimed that on the very day she 
returned, after not having seen the de- 
fendant for a long time, and when not a 
line had been exchanged between them, the 
defendant asked her to marry him and, this 
on the very day she returned from _ the 
north, when the sound of his dead wife's 
footsteps had not died away from his 
hearthstone. It was ridiculous,’ said 
Major Butterworth. ‘And then she said she 
wanted to go to Europe for two years, and 
the defendant admitted that. But at what 
price did she want to go? She would not 
sail for Europe without going as his ac- 
knowledged fiance.’’ 

The Visit to Mrs. Blackburn. 

Major Butterworth took up the calls on 
Mrs. Blackburn by the defendant and the 
plaintiff to tell her they were engaged 
merely for the purpose of setting right in 
Mrs. Blackburn’s mind the statement of 
Miss Pollard that Colonel Breckinridge had 
promised to marry -her. He took occasion 
to picture Miss Pollard as the adventuress, 
laying her plans to entrap into marriage a 
man whom she had in her power through 
their guilty relations. The plaintiff came to 
the defendant and said, “I’ve told Mrs. 
Blackburn that we are engaged. Now what 
can I do to set myself right with her?’ 
And then the two iJecided to go to Mrs. 
Blackburn and he, to keep this woman from 
beiag condemned, agreed to say they were 
to he married. They were obliged to lie 
to get out of it. “There was no way to 
ligt except by plunging through the dark- 
ness’ said—Mejor»Butterwarth,....‘Colonel 
Breckinridge had done a noble act. He had 
gone to Mrs. Blackburn to save a woman’s 
honor; to keep her from being disgraced as 
an adventuress, and when she could not 
force him into marriage through that means 
she had spread this terrible pestilence 
broadcast throughout the land.” 

In telling of the interviews with the chief 
of police, and of the “pistol practice,’’ as 
he called the little scenes between the 
defendant and the plaintiff, Major Butter- 
worth was interrupted a number of times 
by Colonel Breckinridge, who set himself 
straight in some of his statements. Major 
Butterworth taunted the plaintiff's attor- 
neys again for not calling as w‘tnesses the 
persons who knew all about certain things 
brought forward by the defense and denied 
by Miss Pollard. Major Butterworth tried 
to read a letter from the defendant to Miss 
Pollard, but gave it up, saying: ““A man 
ought to be punished for writing so bad a 
hand.’”’ 

Then Mr. Stoll tried to read it, but he, 
too, failed, even with the assistance of Col- 
onel Breckinridge. A type-written copy of 
the letter was produced, but this, too, 
proved objectionable, and the matter was 
finally settled by Colonel Breckinridge read- 
ing the original. He also read the other 
lettters and telegrams produced, which 
were those sent by him to the plaintiff in 
May, June and July of last year. 

Butterworth Closes. 


Stating that it was utterly impossible to 
go into all the little details of the case, 
Major Butterworth continued: ‘This case 
rests with you, gentlemen of the jury. The 
court has authority over the law in it, 
you determine the facts. William C. P. 
Breckinridge is not here for violating the 
moral or any other law; that :s not the 
question. He is here for you to determine 
the question, did he promise to marry this 
plaintiff, and, if so, did he wreak that 
promise? He has been accused of debauch- 
ing a little schoolgirl of seventeen years, 
and in dragging her down. You are to de- 
termine whether he is guilty of violatng 
the law in hi#relations with the experienced 
woman of twenty years, as she has been 
shown to be. She says she cumes here 
to redress a great wrong. ! ueny it: | deny 
it. She could redress no great wrong by 
bringing suit in this way. She wanted 
either money as a balm for her feei:ngs, 
or else she wanted what dors not rise to 
the dignity of revenge—-she waniterc to scat- 
ter abroad a leaven of pestilence thrcvgh- 
out my country, sending it to every Frccsrth- 
stone.

GOTHAM’S UNDERGROUND RAILROAD

New York, April 11.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—Senator Hill’s speech is the sensa- 
tion of the hour.

In the New York legislature Assemblyman f

Mr. Inman and Rapid Transit., 

Rapid Transit Commissioner John H. In- 
man announced yesterday that several 
wealth New Yorkers were prepared to 
make an offer to purchase the franchise 
for the underground road as originally laid 
out by the rapid transit commission. They 
propcse, he said, to buy the franchise, build 


the road and operate it with private capital, 


asking no aid from the city, and are pre- 
pared to furnish any required guarantee. 
Mr. Inman said that nothing more difinite 
could be said as yet about this offer, be- 
cause the parties felt that they might be 
accused of trying to block legislation on 
the Chamber of Commerce bill if they were 
to make a public offer while the bill is 
being considered. Mr. Steinway and Mr. 
Inman declare that the men who made the 
offer are in earnest. The rapid transit com- 
missioners were told these facts by Mr. In- 
man lase week, and for this reason they 
did not sign the report on the Bushe ele- 
vated plan. 

Mr. Inman said yesterday: “I cannot dis- 
close the names of the men who make 
this offer. There are about half a dozen— 
all New Yorkers—some bankers and some 
capitalists. They are all among the wealth- 
iezt men of New York. They came to me 
over two weeks ago. I know that they 
mean business, but we have been disap- 
pointed so often that I don’t want to speak 
too confidently. I am sure that these men 
are not connected in any way with the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad Company. 
We would have had a written proposition 
from them last Friday had they not decided 
to wait for fear of appearing to block leg- 
islation in Albany.” 

“Are the Vanderbilts among the parties 
who made the offer?’ was asked. Mr. In- 
man replied that he believed that they had 
no connection with the matter. 

A Great Railway Project. 

The proposed railway from the United 
States through Mexico, Central America 
and South America, will perhaps be some- 
thing more than a probability. Mr. Shunk, 
the chief engineer, in his report to the com- 
mission, says the survey has been made all 
the way to Buenos Ayres and found to be 
feasible. Much of the tropical region in 
South America will be traversed at great 
altitudes. for railway travel, the survey 
including sections that rise to heights of 
7,000 to 12,000 feet above the sea level. The

He was 
a tremendous jury lawyer, like Choate and 
Ben Butler, and his ways had resemblances 
to both these, but with something wild and 
wilful peculiar to himself. He presented an 
extraordinary appearance on the street, 
never conforming to new fashions, but 
dressing in a loose coat and a shirt widely 
opened at the neck, with rolling collar, un- 
Starched; while his great Shaggy wig of 
reddish brown hair would have made people 
turn to look at him if he had otherwise 
been like the rest of men. His costume was 
that fashionabie when Eyron was in his 
greatest vogue in this country.

Business Is Better in This Section 
Than Elsewhere. 


MANY NEW ENTERPRISES UNDER WAY 


Rehabilitation of Railway Lines Promises 
Well—A Brighter Outlook for Com- 
merce at the Southern Ports. 


Baltimore, April 12.—The Manufacturers’ 
Record in its weekly review of business con- 
ditions in the south, says: ‘“‘The two things 
that are now attracting most notice in 
gouthern business affairs are the great at- 
tention that is being given to attracting 

ttlers to the south, already resulting in 
Stuaheal to this section many northern and 
western families, and in the sales of ex- 
tensive tracts of southern agricultural lands 
a@nd the tendency of western trade to seek 
@ foreign outlet through southern ports. 
On the latter subject the entire west 
gweems to be aroused. Many of the new rai:- 
road combinations and projected lines that 
are now before the country seem to be based 
on the idea that there will be a heavy in- 
Grease in the shipments of western pro- 
ducts through southern ports, instead of 
through north Atlantic ports as formerly. 
The effect of this is already seen in the 
increase in the total value of foreign ex- 
ports from southern ports from $202,900,000 
for the eight months ending with February, 
1893, to $230,200,000 for the eight months end- 
ing with February, 1894, the gain being $27,- 
300,000, the total increase for the entire 
country having been $52,000,000, more than 
ene-half of the whole gain having been 
from the south. 

‘The steady improvement in the business 
fmterests of the south is shown in the 
total bank clearings of the first three 
months of 1894, as compared with the same 
period of 1893.. The decrease for seventy- 
one cities of the country was nearly 33 per 
cent, but sixteen southern cities, including 
Baltimore, show a decrease of only 1d 
per cent. Out of seventy-seven cities re- 
ported only five had an increase in clear- 
ings, and of these three were in the south. 
The smallest decrease in any leading city 
in the country was Baltimore, a southern 
eity, where the falling oft is 11.6 per cent, 
against 17.9 per cent at Philadelphia, 19 at 
Boston, 30 at Detroit, 36 at St. Paul and 
87 at New York. 

“Three important southern railroad sys- 
tems are now undergoing a process of or- 
ganization, and a new plan for placing the 
Georgia Central on a sound basis is being 
formulated. As a result a marked advance 
has occurred in various railroad and other 
securities. Announcement is made of an- 
other railroad line in Texas 170 miles long, 
for which contracts have been let. South- 
ern iron workers are encouraged by the re- 
duction in freight rates an@ report an in- 
crease in orders. 

“New enterprises of importance noted 
by The Manufasturers’ Record this week 
include the following: A $1v,000 telephone 
company, a packing house and a publishing 
company in Georgia; a telephone company, 
frrigation plant, cigar factory and electric 
Srer station in Florida; addition to stave 
factory, ice making plant and mattress 
factory in Tennessee; a can-making works, 
two waterworks systems, publishing compa- 
ny, ice making plant and cotton compress 
company in Texas; a packing house, hard- 
Ware specialty works, waterworks system, 
creosote works and telephone company in 
Virginia; two electric light plants, a plan- 
ing mill, two ice-making plants, a $20U,000 
coal company, a $500,000 mercantile com- 
pany and a $100,000 lumber company in West 
Virginia; a lumber mill and brick works 
in Alabama; a distillery and clothing fac- 
tory in Maryland; an electric light plant,

mills in North Carolina. 


ALL LEAVES REVOKED. 


Absent Members Must Hustle Back to 
Their Seats in Congress. 

Washington, April 12.—When the journal 
ef the house had been read and approved 
today Mr. Catchings presented a resolution 
from the committee on rules. Before it was 
read Mr. Burrows suggested that no quo- 
rum was present and objected to the recep- 
tion of the report. 

A colloquy ensued with the speaker, in 
which the latter ruled that the question of a 
quorum could not be raised in that way 
after the journal had been read. By the 
reading of the journal the speaker presumed 
the presence of a quorum and the fact 
that one was not present could be deter- 
mined only by the intervention of a ques- 
tion upon which a vote could be’ had. 

Mr. Burrows then moved a call of the 
house, but the speaker declined to recog- 
nize him for this purpose, thus taking Mr. 
Catchings off the floor. Mr. Burrows asked 
an appeal, supported by Mr. Reed, but 
this was not entertained and the reading of 
the resolution reported by Mr. Catchings 
was ordered. The resolution was one 
adopted by the committee on rules this 
morning to fine members who are absent 
without leave, or who, being present, fail 
or refuse to vote. 

Silence Will Be Golden. 

The resolution reads as follows: 
~ “Resind clause 1, of rule 8 and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: 

‘1. Every member shall be present in 
the house during its sittings unless excused 
or necessarily prevented; and shall vote on 
each question put, unless he has a direct 
personal or pecuniary interest in the event 
of such question. 

‘“‘Whenever in pursuance of section 3, ar- 
ticle 1, of the constitution of the United 
States, the house of representatives, at the 
request of one-fifth the members present, 
shall order the yeas and nays of its mem- 
bers on any question to be entered cn its 
journal, and upon the call ¢f its members 
for that purpose; a quorum thereof shall 
fail to vote, each member within the hall of 
the house who shall fail to vote when his 
name is called, unless he has a direct per- 
sonal or pecuniary interest in the event of 
guch question, and each member who shall 
be absent from the hall of the house when 
his name is called, unless he has tcen ex- 
cused, or is necessarily prevented frum be- 
ing present, shail be fined the sum of $10, 
and the speaker shall cause an cntry of 
such a fine to be made against such mem- 
bers on the journal of the house, and the 
game shall be collected and paid into the 
treasury of the United States.’ 

The form of entering fines is stated, and 
the resolution concludes: 

“It shall be the duty of the clerk of the 
house to certify to the sergeant-at-arms 
of the house the names of all embers 
against whom fines are entered, and unless 
they shall be voluntarily paid to him, he 
shail deduct the amount of said fines from 
the compensation of said members, ¢1:d all 
sums that may be paid to, or so deducted 
by him, shall be paid by him into the tréas- 
ury of the United States. A cull of the 
roll of the members of the house vhall not 
be deemed to have been completed until the 
speaker shall have made all necessary or- 
ders regarding fines which may be imposed 
en members in pursuance of the prcvisions 
of this rule. 

“It shall not be in order to move ror 
shall the speaker entertain a request for 
unanimous consent to remit the iines re- 
quired to be entered as aforesaid.” 

While the clerk was reading Mr. Reed 
endeavored to make the point that the reso- 
lution was not in order, the house being 
in the act of dividing on the vote to dis- 
charge the order of arrest, which was 
interrupted yesterday by adjournment be- 
cause of a lack of a quorum. 

Reed Is Ignored. 

But he was not permitted to do so then, 
nor later, before Mr. Catchings moved the 
previous question on his resolution.

Fimally Mr. Gear asked 
that his colleague, Mr. Hull, having been 
called out of the city on important busi- 
ness, be esc. ged until Monday. Mr. Reed 
objected, whereupon Mr. Gear formally 
moved that Mr. Hull be so excused. 

Mr. Gear’s motion was rejected, after 
serving as the medium for using up a gr 
deal of time. 

Amid the confusion Mr. Catchings sent 
up a resolution, which he offered, to be 
read from the clerk's desk. Messrs. La- 
cey, Burrows, Reed and Boutelle were us- 
ing all their resources to prevent the 
resolution from being read or entertained. 
When at last it was read it was found to 
be a resolution revoking leaves of ab- 
sence and directing the sergeant-at-arms 
to notify absent members by telegraph that 
their presence is desired. 

The reading was not finished ere Mr. 
Boutelle said it was not necessary to read 
further; the nature of the paper had been 
disclosed in the first line. He and Mr. 
Reet made the point that it was not in 
order. 

The Resolution Adopted. 

Finally, after filibustering resources were 
exhausted, the house, by a vote of yeas 61, 
nays 135, refused to adjourn and the -:veas 
and nays were taken on seconding the 
demand for the previous question on Mr. 
Catchings regolution revoking leaves of 
absence. This resulted: Yeas, 123; nays, 3. 

Mr. Reed made the point of no quorum, 
but the speaker pro tem., Mr. Richardson, 
democrat, of Tennessee, said that a quorum 
was not essential to the adoption of the 
resolution under consideration. 

Mr. Reed argued that the rules of the 
house did not authorize a minority to pass 
such a resolution as was pending; its power, 
he said, was limited to passing an order 
to compel the attendance of members by 
their arrest. 

The chair stated that the uniform pgic- 
tice hag been -to hold that such a resolu, 
tion was a proceeding to obtain a quorum, 
and, as such, did not need a quorum for 
its adoption. He would, therefore, rule that 
a quorum was not necessary. 

The resolution was agreed to and at 6:30 
o'clock the hguse adjourned until tomor- 
row.

today, so far as numbers went. Instead 
of 60,000 more idle men added to those who 
are. already on a strike or locked out, there 
were not more than 275 discharged by the 
building contractors this morning. Many 
of them were let go because the striking of 
other artisans made it inconvenient or im- 
possible for the work in other lines to pro- 
ceed. Fearing the consequences of having 
entered into an agreement to. lock out their 
employes in the light of the conspiracy law, 
none of the contractors who were in the 
scheme could be induced today to admit 
that they had agreed to lock out the men. 
All Quiet at the Mines, 

Connellsville, Pa., April 12.—The strike is 
at a standstill. President Michael Barrett 
is in hiding from a warrant charging him 
with attempting to incite a riot, and the 
strikers are without a guiding hand. The 
determined attitude of the proprietors has 
also had a deterrent effect on those con- 
templating violence. ‘ 

National Miners’ Convention, 

Columbus, O., April 12.—The national min- 
ers’ convention today decided that the 
wage scale and conditions adopted at the 
convention one year ago shall be demanded 
as the object of the strike to be inaugurated 
on April 2lst. This is the 79-cent per ton 
basis. It means an increase of from 20 to 
25 per cent per ton of wages now paid in 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 
The date of the annual convention was 
changed from the second Tuesday in April 
to the second Tuesday in February.

Birmingham Wants the Silverites to 
Meot Within Her Confines. 


PROTEST SENT TO PRESIDENT WARNER 


He Suggested Memphis as a Good Place 
for the Corvention—This Does Not 
Please the Alabama People. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 12.—(Special.)— 
Birmingham entered a vigorous protest to- 
day against the proposed change in pro- 
gramme with reference to holding the 
southern silver conference elsewhere. It 
will be remembered that the National Pan- 
American League, in convention at 8t. 
Louis last summer, suggested that a meet- 
ing of silver men be held in the south and 
another in the west. The western meeting 
was held at Des Moines, Ia, last month, 
and the recommendation of that mootings 
was that the southern convention be hel 
in Birmingham, the date to be fixed by 
the president of the league later on. Yes- 
terday President Warner sent out notices 
that the meeting would be held on May 
15th, and suggested that Memphis, Tenn., 
would be a good place in which to hold it.. 
The silver men of this city, however, 
worked up a vigorous protest in a very 
short while, and, assist by the Commer- 
cial Club, served a red-hot injunction on 
President Warner by wire. As the gov- 
ernors and some 500 of the most important 
men of twelve or fifteen southern states 
will participate in the convention it is not 
unreasonable that Birmingham’ shoyld 
fight for what she believes to be her just 
dues in the matter. It is believed here 
that President Warner’s apparent slight is 
due, not to any objection which he may 
have to Birmingham as a place of meet- 
ing, but to a lack of information as to the 
recommendation of the Des Moines con- 
ference. 


ORDERED A STRIKE. 


Eight Thousand Alabama Miners to 
Go Out on Saturday. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The general council of the United Mine 
Workers, of Alabama, the representatives 
of 8,000 miners, tonight declined the recent 
proposition of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad Company, and ordered a general 

strike, to take effect on Saturday. 

The facts in the case are these: The 
price of iron has declined so much that the 
mine operators are making no money. In 
view of this fact the miners recently met 
here and voluntarily proposed that their 
Wages be cut 10 per cent, on condition that 
the rent and supplies should be furnished 
them at a corresponding reduction. The 
company made a counter. proposition, 
amounting, it is said, to a 23 per cent re 
duction, and have since stood pat on their 
proposition. Believing that no compromise 
was possible, the miners, after having fig- 
ured with the company for a month or 
more, tonight came to the conclusion that 
a strike was inevitable, and hence promul- 
gated the order. This will be exceedingly 
Dad news for everybody in the district. 
While the mine operators were making lit- 
tle, they were losing nothing, and idle 
mines are more or less expensive. The men 
are in no condition to stand a strike, 
and it is difficult to predict what the re- 
sult will be. It is bound to prove disas- 
trous to ali parties if it continues for any 
length of time. 


DOES NOT LOOK THE MURDERESS, 


Mrs. Betts, the Young Widow, Is a 
Pretty, Idunocent-Looking Woman. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 12.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. George Betts, whose husband died 
mysteriously in Bessemer last Saturday, 
and who was arrested on Monday, charged 
with having poisoned him, is now in jail 
in this city. She is a pretty, trim, inno# 
cent-looking Httle woman of only nineteen 
years. She is about five feet, three inches 
tall, has light brown hair and bluish gray 
eyes, With a gentle, kindly expression about 
them. She dresses stylishly and has a neat 
little figure. Her weight is about 106 
pounds. The innocent looking, childish 
face and the mild expression of the soft 
gray eyes do not indicate a murderess. 
The fact that Mrs. Betts and her hus- 
band had separated for six weeks of last 
year, and that she had purchased poison 
the morning before Betts’s fatal convul- 
sion furnish the grounds for the suspicion 
on which Mrs. Betts was arrested. Mrs. 
Betts fs an intelligent and apparently re- 
fined woman. Her mother is here with her. 


SHOT WELL IN THE DARK, 


The Gun Was Aimed at a Running 
Man and Hit the Mark. 
Montgomery, Ala., April 12.—A special to 
The Advertiser from McGhee’s Switch, in 
this county, says that last night Mr. S. J. 
Pettus heard an unusual noise in his kitch- 
en and went out with his gun to investigate. 
He saw a dark form rapidly running across 
his back yard, and taking aim at the fleeing 
form fired. Stwpposing that he had done 
sufficient to give the intruder a fair warn- 
ing, he weat to bed again. This morning 
early he saw a crowd of negroes in his pas- 
ture and went over to investigate. He found 
them standing around the dead body of Jim 
Felder, a negro generally known as “Old 
yentleman.’’ Mr. Pettus then told the ne- 
groes how Jim came to his death and why 
he shot him.

The conviction of Jesse Jackson was se- 
cured mainly on circumstantial evidence, 
and it is expected that he will confess on 
the scaffold. His execution will be the first 
legal execution in Covington county in over 
sixty years.

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Great Britain Will Soon Ask 
. for Seisures. 

London, April 12.—The Earl of Kimberley, 
in moving the second reading of the Behring 
sea bill in the house of lords today, traced 
the history of the seal fisheries dispute from 
fts beginning down to the Paris award, the 
result of which, he said, was eminently 
satisfactory. Especially satisfactory was 
the decision declaring that seizures were 
in principle illegal, and, in consequence of 
that decision, the claims of British subjects 
for compensation would haye to be met. 
He was able to announce that as soon 45 
the legislation on the award should be com- 
pleted, a convention would be entered into 
between Great Britain and the United 
States for the settlement of such claims. 
He was satisfied that it was the intention 
of the United States to carry out the pro- 
visions of the award fully, and Great Brit- 
ain was equally determined to fulfil her 
obligations. The bill, he said, practically 
ended the controversy in a manner highly 
honorable to both nations. (Cheers.) 

Lord Salisbury said he was sure that the 
house desired to pass the bill as quickly 
as possible. Great Britain had great reason 
to congratulate herself on the result of the 
award. 

Concerning the award Lord Salisbury said 
he did not desire to say much. It was not, 
in his opinion, advisable to discuss the de- 
tails of the award, but it was a matter of 
gratification that they had come to an hon- 
est ending of a serious controversy. It 
would have been horrible and at the same 
time grotesque and absurd if, on such a 
matter, two great and kindred nations 
should have been plunged into the horrors 
of modern war. It would have been absurd 
even if no agreement had been attained, 
making it certain that the animal- species 
over which the two countries had disputed 
had not been secured against extermination. 
The regulations of the award were not 
perfect, and there still remained some 
matters upon which questions might be 
raised, but they were far better than a cool- 
ness between the two nations and the disap- 
pearance of the seals. If there were any 
points of the regulations capable of im- 
provement they would be discovered in 
the course of experience and acknowledged. 
Under such circumstances it was needless 
to delay legislation to which the American 
congress had already assented. 


LARGE FIRE AT BUFFALO. 


the American Glucose 

Works. 

Buffalo, N. Y., April 12.—The American 
glucose works, the largest of the kind in 
the country, were discovered to be on fire 
shortly after 7 o’clo¢k tonight and by 9:30 
o’clock they were totally destroyed. The 
fire spread to Holmes’s lumber yards and 
to the public fish market. Several firemen 
have been injured and taken to the hos- 
pitals. It is rumoréd that some of the em- 
ployes of the glucose works were caught by 
the flames and burned to death. There is 
great confusion and excitement in the vi- 
cinity. 

The fire was under control at midnight. 
The total loss is about $1,200,000. on which 
there is an insurance of about $500,000. 

All but twelve of the sixty men employed 
in the building at night have been account- 
ed for. It is feared that they are in the 
ruins. The names cannot be learned to- 
night. The fire was caused by an electric 
wire on the top floor. 

A TEXAS TRAGEDY. 


A Farmer and His Wife Killed by a 
Tenant. 

Gainesville, Tex., April 12..—News comes 
to this city this morning that a man named 
Cruz, a tenant, had killed Thomas Murrell 
and wife, near Calisburg, in this county, 
early this morning. Murrell had gone to 
his barn about sunrise to feed the stock 
and was waylaid by Cruz and shot down 
with a 45-caliber Winchester. A cry from 
Murrell attracted Mrs. Murrell’s attention, 
when she beheld her husband lying on the 
ground, and Cruz, with the weapon still in 
his hand. She started to the scene, and 
upon reaching her husband Cruz fired on 
her, the bullet striking ther in the neck, 
killing her instantly. The murderer then 
robbed Murrell of his pocket book, contain- 
ing about $75, saddled Murrell’s horse and 
left, going in the direction of Red river.

Havana cigars will become very much dear- 
er and continental Indian, Mexican and 
Manilla cigars will be forced out of the 
market altogether, as they will not be able 
to compete with the home-made product un- 
der the increased duty. In view of the re- 
ported rise in the duty immense clearances 
have been made from bonded warehousea, 
hundreds of cases of tobacco, cigars and ci- 
garettes being delivered daily to importers. 

A Schooner Wrecked. 

Asbury Park, N. J., April 12.—The three- 
masted schooner Susan H. Richie, of Lees- 
burg, bound from Portsmouth, Va., to St. 
Johns, N. B., with oak timber, went ashore 
at Bayhead at 9 o’clock last night with a 
crew of eight on board. The vessel struck 
just south of life-saving station No. 10. 
She came stern ashore, having dragged 
anchor from a point about a mile off shore, 
where she anchored last night. Her sails 
were torn to shreds. The crew were all 
saved this morning by the life-saving men 
with the breeches buoy. The vessel will 
go to pieces.

Democrats Go Out to Hear Him 
and Applaud, 


TALK OF A THIRD GEORGIA REUNION 


Dr. Bass Pays $5,000 a Year for Wesleyan. 
A Fashionable Wedding—A Prison- 
er Dies on the Way to the Station. 


Macon, Ga., April  12.--(Special.)\—Tom 
Watson was greeted tonight at the Academy 
of Music by the largest audience that has 
ever assembled within its walls to hear a 
public speaker. The spacious building was 
packed from pit to dome. The audience 
was thoroughly representative of the highest 
intelligence and best character of the city, 
and there was also a large number of coun- 
trymen from Bibb and surrounding coun- 
ties. Many ladies were present. Scores of 
men were on the stage, packed like sardines 
around the third party apostle. The major 
part of the audience was, of course, demo- 
«rats who had been drawn out of curiosity 
to hear the speaker. Those who went ex- 
pecting to hear a fiery and vindictive speech 
in bitter denunciation of the democratic 
party were disappointed. Watson’s address 
was moderate and conservative in tone. 
lt was attuned to the intelligence and eul- 
ture of his audience. He seemed to appre- 
ciate the character of his audience. -He 
spoke nearly two hours and was given the 
closest and most respectful attention. Just 
before he commenced to speak he was pre- 
sented with a bouquet of flowers, 

Mr. Watson was introduced by Mr. Iver- 
son L. Harris an attorney and third party 
leader of this city. When Watson arose to 
speak he was greeted by loud and prolonged 
applause, and his speech was frequently 
punctuated with applause. His address was 
devoted principally to a discussion of the 
national debt and an attack on the bond is- 
sue and national banking system. He made 
a plea for the free coinage of silver. He 
regretted that lack of time wrevented a 
discussion of the railway question. He did 
not discuss seigniroage or the income tax. 
He charged that the democratic statesman- 
ship at Washington seeks to decrease the 
national debt by increasing the indebted- 
ness. He says Cleveland’s remedy for the 
deficit is to issue bonds. ‘“‘Economy is one 
remedy, and the issue of free money direct 
by the government is another,”’ said he. 
He said the people now have powerful little 
money and are going to have less if Cleve- 
land’s bond policy prevails, Not since the 
days of the Roman empire has any govern- 
ment been so lavish in public expenditures 
as this. Mr. Watson attacked the senato- 
rial junketing trip and declared that each 
United States senator cost $130,000 a year, 
and that the people at large have to pay the 
expense by taxation. He demanded the ex- 
ercise of that same economy and care in 
the management of the government’s money 
that a private individual evercises in the 
conduct of his own affairs of business. 
The present extravagant methods are viola- 
tive of law, violative of common sense, and 
violative of safety. 

A Jeffersonian Demoernt. 

He declared that he is a Jeffersonian dem- 
ocrat, and that he stands for the principles 
of his forefathers. .He is willing to be test- 
ed by Jeffersonian democrats, but he asked 
to be excused if he was to be tested as a 
David B. Hill democrat, and said he was 
entirely out of it if he is to be judged as a 
Grover Cleveland democrat. 

He declared that he had no patience for 
that democracy which tramples under foot 
every principle of the party. He believed in 
the Jeffersonian theory of no bonds. He 
didn’t believe in the farmers or any other 
rl paying taxes and tribute to the 
bordholders. In his oppisition to the nation- 
al banking system and in. his advocacy of 
the free coinage of silver he says he stands 
where Jefferson stood. if it was right to 
fight for free silver “before the war, why 
was it not right now? He invited democrats 
to come back to the principles of Jefferson 
and the other forefathers, and if they would 
he would hug and love them, forgive and 
forget. He stood for free silver, Grover 
Cleveland to the contrary, notwithstanding. 
He declared that the people should rule and 
not the bondholders of Wall street and the 
monev kings of the east whose firm friend 
Cleveland is. Watson closed with an elo- 
quent and beautiful peroration in which he 
prayed for the prosperity and progress of 
the country and the happiness ond content 
of the people, and wtich could only come by 
sticking to Jeffersonian principles. 

Arrested as a Fence. 

Macon, Ga., April 12,—(Special.)—IF'or some 
time the Central road and other roads have 
been missing freight that has been stolen 
from their cars at Macon. Special Detec- 
tives Basch and Siskrom, of the Central, 
assisted by city detectives have traced much 
of the goods to a store kept by a white 
man on Fourth street. He Has been ar- 
rested and is now in the barracks. He de- 
nies all knowledge of the goods having 
been stolen. Important developments are 
expected. 2

Just before dying he stated that 
he had been poisoned by his wife. On his 
person was found a pint bottle of whisky, 
half full. This doubtless tells the real 
Cause of his death. 

A Reunion. 

Efforts are being made to have a joint re- 
union at Macon in July of the veterans 
of the Third Georgia regiment and the 
Second Georgia battalion. Much interest is 
being manifested in the movement by some 
of the war survivors, and the reunion may, 
be a great success.

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Farm Laborers Whipped and Women 
Croelly Treated in Gordon County. 


MOONSHINERS BLAMED FOR IT 


One Man Is Missing and May Be Dead. 
Citizens Are Stirred Upand Declare 
That the Guilty Mus: Be Punished. 


Adairsville, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—One 
of the most outrageous cases of outlawry 
that Georgia has seen in many a day was 
enacted neur Calhoun, in Gordon county, 
Tuesday night, on the plantation of A. M. 
Cox, who is a well-to-do merchant of this 
place. Several persons who work on his 
farm were brutally whipped. Harvey Bar- 
rett, who is a justice of the peace of the 
district in which the deed was done, was 
first called upon by twenty-five or thirty 
masked men and made to head the way 
to the tenant houses on the lands. The 
white cappers stopped on the way and made 
Alonzo Ferguson get out of bed and give 
them coal oil and cotton. They made three 
cotton torches by rolling it into balls and 
saturating them with oil. They made Fer- 
guson go with them also. 

When they arrived at the house occupied 
by William Ivans, it was between 12 and 
1 o’clock Tuesday morning. They Knocked 
the door down and went in, shooting guns 
and pistols at every one in the house. Alf 
Bran, colored, was first taken out, stripped 
and whipped. His eyes were almost jabbed 
out of his- head by the pistol barrels. His 
ears and mouth were also wounded by being 
hit with the guns. He was beaten until he 
was unconscious. Then they took turn 
about jumping on him. He has not been 
seen since, and it is supposed that he is 
dead in the woods. 

William Ivans was the next man whipped. 
He was first knocked down with a pistol, 
and then was severely whipped. He is a 
brother-in-law of Cox. 

Mim Ivans, son of William, was next put 
through the mill. He showed fight, and 
would not strip. He was knocked down and 
given a double dose, and has been in bed 
since. 

Bud Beard’s house was next visited, and 
hfs two sisters were made to get out in the 
yard in their night robes and made to stand 
there while their brother was beaten to un- 
consciousness. Here they also whipped 
Will Johnson in a most unmerciful manner. 

They visited Mr. Sherman’s, and, placing 
a double barreled shotgun at his breast, 
exacted promises from him, and delivered 
a message for Cox to him. While he was 
in this position, his wife was shivering 
from fear with pistols at her head. The 
cotton balls were setting the house on fire, 
and it was only by urgent persuasion that 
the house was saved from’ destruction. 
Sherman was not whipped. The men were 
poorly masked, wearing dresses up to their 
knees and cloth masks over their eyes. 
Bran, the negro, is the only one missing. 
The whole county feels outraged. No reas- 
onable cause can be learned for the deed. 
All the men were farm laborers, and were 


at work daily. The feeling against this 
outlawry is intense, and no citizen here will 
rest until the guilty are brought to justice. 
The outrageous way in which the women 
were treated makes the crime more heinious, 
Deaths may result, if they have not already. 
Those whipped were given forty-elght hours 
to leave the state. This occurred Tuesday 
morning. They are all now hid out. There 
may be more trouble tonight. It is rumored 
that a party will go from here to protect 
them and Cox’s property. No one here is 
to be blaimed for this outrage. It is sup- 
posed that the whipping was done by a band 
of moonshiners. 
SHOT FROM BEHIND. 
A Cowardly Attack Made on a Farmer 
While Plowing. 

Bainbridge, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)— 
Walter Humphrey was shot and mortally 
wounded by W. J. Thomas some days ago. 
Thomas's father, a well-to-do farmer and 
good citizen, died last, fall, leaving a con- 
siderable estate and a large family of chil- 
dren. W. J. Thomas, the oldest son, sought 
the administration on the estate, but being 
a very thriftless and worthless fellow, 
could not‘furnish bond. 

The ordinary appointed J. M. Brown, the 
county administrator, to administer the 
estate. Mr. Brown engaged W. H. Scott, 
of this city, to take charge of the property 
and run the farm for the year. Scott took 
with him his brother-in-law, Walter Hum- 
phrey, and moved on the Thomas home- 
stead in the early spring with his family. 
In the meantime W. J. Thomas and a 
younger brother continued to make it very 
unpleasant for Scott and Humphrey. W.d. 
Thomas lived on his own place, adjoining 
the property of the estate, and used every 
means of vexing and annoying the admin- 
istrator’s employes.

AN AUGUSTAN’S INVENTION, 


Ballooning Introduced in Civil En- 
gineering. 

Augusta, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Cornele Adams, an assistant in the office of 
Mr. Albert Davidson, the city engineer, has 
invented and secured a patent on a certain 


apparatus that will work a revolution in , 


the surveying world. 

The new method is called photogrametry, 
and photography and electricity are combin- 
ed with the principles of engineering. The 
principle applies to surveying of any kind, 
A gas balloon fourteen feet high is sent 
up. Connected with this is a parachute with 
a big camera attached. When a height of 
2,500 feet is reached, an aneroid barometer 
releases an electric current. This current 
exposes the photographic lens, releases the 
parachute, and opens the gas valve of the 
ballon. The parachute descends immediate- 
ly and a phgtograph of _ the earth 22x% 
inches is found, which covers an area of 
100 acres. Then the courses, distances and 
heights in the 100 acres are worked wut to 
a needle’s point.

WOE AND INSOMNIA. 


Z. T. Reid Sought to Pat Himself to 
Sleep with Morphine. 

At 11:15 o'clock last night, Z. T. Reid, the 
Decatur stree tobacco man, was on the 
street complaining that he could not sleep. 
Fifteen minutes later he was in his room 
at Mrs. Lanier’s boarding house, over Mor- 
ris’s store, unconsc.ous from a dose of mor- 
phine. 

His condition was no doubt the result of 
desperation induced by domestic troubles, 
and by a recent stay in the county /ail. Reid 
is an ex-policeman and left the force sev- 
eral years ago. 

Recently he has been conducting a tobac- 
co business on Decatur street. He gave 
himself a very distinct individuality by 
wearing a huge cap upon which was }print- 
ed “The ‘Tobacco Man.’’ Two or three 
weeks ago he had some trouble with his 
wife, and she swore out a peace warrant 
against him. A bond was fixed, and he, 
failing to give it was sent to jail. He re- 
mained in jail several days, but secured his 
release last week. f 

In the meantime his wife had taken 
charge of his business, and after leaving jail 
he connected himself with another tebacco 
firm near his old stand. He went abcut 
his business @$ usual, evidencing no scrrow 
over his home troubles. 

A little after 11 o’clock last night he walk- 
ed down Decatur street and stopped a mo- 
ment with Patrolman Coker, saying that he 
could not sleep and did not know what to 
do, He continued on his walk and stopped 
with Patrolman Grant farther down. He 
talked with Officer Grant several minutes. 

“I have been to bed twice tonight,’ he 
said, *“‘and I can’t sleep. What must I do?’ 

from talking about his inability to sleep 
he got to talking of his troubles, and told 
the officer that he had seen his wife on the 
car a short while before. He talked for 
several minutes and gave the officer the im- 
pression that he was greatly worried about 
his wife. 

“I loved her,”’ he said, ‘‘but.we have sepa- 
rated.’’ 

It was only a few minutes later that 
Reid awoke his roommate, saying that his 
side was giving him great pain. Shortly af- 
terwards he became unconscious and ex- 
hibited every sign of morphine poisoning. 
Dr. N. O. Harris was sent ‘or, and re- 
sponded in a few minutes. j?y this time 
Reid was in a dangerous way, but after 
an hour’s hard work Reid was brought 
around to such an extent that Dr. Harris 
pronounced him about out of danger. 

Reid was sent to the Grady hospital at 
12:30 o’clock this morning.

WILKERSON IS FREE. 


Stephens, ths Wronged Husband, Is 
in His Grave. 

Rome, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—Frank 
Wilkerson is again a free man. After 
eight days of investigation and argument, 
Judge Henry charged the jury this morn- 
ing. In a little less than one hour, the 
verdict was returned.

that had been in Stephens’s possession for 
several weeks, were terms of endearment 
and expressions that pointed to an intrigue 
between them.

The directors of the Cotton States and 
International exposition announced at 
their meeting yesterday afternoon that 
not only had the minimum organization 
fund of $200,000 been subscribed, but 
that there was already an excess of 
more than $11,000 over that amount, 
bringing the fund to date to more than 
211,000. With this amount practically 
in hand the success of the exposition is 
now guaranteed. 

From present indications it is safe to 
say that $250,000 will be raised as the 
starting fund, in Atlanta, not to speak 
of the generous help expected from the 
outside. 

Within a week it is probable that the 
architects will be busy drawing their 
plans, and when they have been accept- 
ed we may expect to see preparations 
for the early beginning of the work on 
the exposition buildings and grounds.

Our people 
have come together with the old-time 
publie spirit, which has built up Atlanta, 
and they have raised this fund speedily 
and enthusiastically, without haggling 
over it.

Their subscriptions are as- 
sured, but they must first go through the ; 
formality of having their action author- 
ized by their directors or from distant 
headquarters. 

Next Monday the stockholders of the 
exposition will meet and perfect the 
permanent organization of the company. 
Then, the enterprise will be on its feet, 
ready for business. 

The mere announcement, several 
months ago, that the exposition would be 
held, advertised Aflanta all over the 
world. It helped her credit and did 
much to sustain her during the prevail- 
ing financial depression. Now that we 
are getting things in shape to push the 
big show it goes without saying that 
capital, enterprise and the better clasg 
of immigrants will soon begin to move 
in this direction. Our chapter of hard 
times*ends with the announcement made 
yesterday by the exposition directors, 
and we may expect to see our wealth 
and population doubled in a few years. 

There is every reason to believe that 
this exposition will be a tremendous in- 
ternational success. It is based on some- 
thing new—something that enlists the 
interest and sympathy of every section— 
its main object being the extension of 
our trade in the countries south of us.

By common consent Atlanta 
is the most available center for such an 
exposition and our northern, western 
and foreign friends are among its hearti- 
est advocates.

The Minnesota Screcd. 

Senator Morgan is of the opinion that 
the so-called address of the Minnesota 
Democratic Association was prepared in 
Washington.

The Banks and the Bonds. 


A correspondent, who seems to be 
really in search of information, writes to 
ask us why the national banks are in 
favor of burdening the people with new 
bond issues. 

To those who understand the practical 
workings of the laws under which the 
national banks operate the matter is very 
simple. The banks buy the bonds, and 


the government pays them 5 per cent in-- 


terest on them. Then tue banks borrow 
90 per cent of the face value of the 
bonds, and pay 1 per cent interest on 
it, and then the banks loan out this 90 
per cent at rates ranging from 7 to 15 
per cent. Isn’t this a good reason why 
the banks want bonds? 

But let us simplify matters. John 
Jones has $100,000 that he wants to in- 
vest in government securities. He goes 
to the peopfe’s treasury and buys $100,- 
000 worth of bonds, on which he receives 
5 per cent interest in gold. John Jones 
then utilizes the people’s treasury as a 
safe deposit, leaves his bonds there and 
borrows $90,000 of the people’s money 
at 1 per cent, sets himself up as a na- 
tional banker and lends his $90,000 out 
at an average rate of 12 per cent, which, 
added to the 5 per cent interest he draws 
on his bonds makes his investn.ent high- 
ly profitable. 

It will be seen that the moment Jones 
becomes a bondholder he is a privileged 
He may not only deposit his

The Springfield Republican says of the 
annual floods in the Mississippi valley: 

The levees on the lower Mississippi are al- 
ready begirning to break and the waters 
to overflow the lowlands. Every year a 
large area of the lowlands of Louisiana 
and Arkansas is drowned out, crops de- 
Sstroyed, houses washed away and people 
reduced to poverty, and a call is made on 
the country for help, which is always will- 
ingly granted. All this happens in spite 
of the millions of dollars which have been 
Spent on levees and river improvements, 
Every year new levees have been built and 
old ones repaired and every year the same 
work has to be done over again with 
wearisome repetition. It is plain enough 
that the problem of mastering the Missis- 
sippi is by no means solved and by no 
means certain that we are on the right 
track to solve it. The old controversy be- 
tween the levee advocates and the defend- 
ers of outlets is as far from settlement as 
ever. The most that has been proved is 
that the river is still master of the situa- 
tion and seems likely to be for some time 
to come. 

The Washington Post does not believe 
that the fault is in the levee system, 
but is to be found in the manner in 
which that system has been misapplied 
by congress. 

It is charged that the government has 
hever made a consistent, sustained ex- 
periment. The appropriations have been 
scattered here and there for political 
effect. The Post says: 

The Mississippi valley can be reclaimed and 
permanently protected easily enough by 
properly directed effort—first, toward a re- 
vetment of the banks that will afford an in- 
destructible substructure for the dykes, 
and, secondly, toward the erection of an 
unbroken, homogeneous levee, marred by 
no weak spots and vulnerable places. This 
can never be, of course, under a system 
which distributes the fund on purely cam- 
paign grounds, and which subjects the 


work—even such work as is possible under 
interruption 
and vicissitude througf the caprices of ap- 
propriation. The valley’ should be protect- 
ed. It would be a most beneficent and re- 
munerative public enterprise. But it will 
never be thoroughly done on the present 
basis, and we need waste no time or emo- 
tion in hoping for that consummation. 


Unless something is done in a very 
few years it is to be f@red that the val- 
ley will suffer irrepargble damage. The 
river has even encrdMehed upon well 
built streets in New Orleans, and some 
months ago one of the papers of that 
city published a communication suggest- 
ing that it would some day become nec- 
essary to abandon its present site and 
puild a new city in a safer locality...

At different periods the fancy of play- 
wrights and the ambition of managers 
turn to themes of vice and virtue; to pas- 
torals and melodramas; to low comedy and 
high tragedy; to the revival of classical 
works, and the production of modern bur- 
lesque; to psychological plays and plays 
written around a sawdust ring; to plays of 
hypnotism and plays of madness; to spec- 
tacle and to comic opeta; to the drama of 
the burglar and the drama of the prize 
fighter. At one time, the polished wit of 
Sheridan is the universal mode; at another, 
Barnard’s horses on a moving platform set 
the fashion. At YVYkrious epochs the stage 
is set to suit the dignity of the genius of a 
Booth, an Irving or a Jefferson, or the 
mighty muscle of John L. Sullivan, or the 
feverish passion of Bernhardt; or the dainty 
voluptuousness of Hading’s art and per- 
sonality; or the nudity of Iza, or the poetry 
of Tennyson, or the byzz-saw of Josepn 
Arthur, or the exquisite humor of Bob 
Acrés; or the pathos of cold molasses, or 
the satire of W. 8. Gilbert, or the ther- 
mometer of Wellané Strong. 

‘The theater,’’ said he, “like the weather 
vane, shifts with every change in the popu- 
lar fancy. We pass with equanimity from 
Adelina Patti to Maggie Cline; from 
Joseph Jefferson to De Wolf Hopper. We 
run with ease the gamut af dramatic litera- 
ture between Shakespéare and Clyde 
Fitch.”’ 

“As with our dramatic appetites and 
theatrical habits, so with those of other na- 
tions, notably the French, as instanced by 
the Hading-Coquelin repertoire, the major 
portion of which turn upon the pivot of 
vice. Now it is-a relief to contrast with

adultery, or a seduction, or a compromised 
reputation, or other variation upon the end- 
less theme of lust or animalism, but a plain, 
straightforward proposition in everyday 
philanthropy, developed through a plot as 
simple as a nursery rhyme, with dialogzue 
as sweet and refreshing as the perfume of a 
rose. 

‘‘Wherever are scattered the influences 
of such a play,” said he, “they carry with 
them health and happiness. Like the fabled 
fountain of Arethusa, which flowed through 
Salty seas and beneath foul soil, only to bub- 
ble up fresh and salutary in the far-off 


fields of Trinacria, so a play like this [ 


comedy passes through the brackish in- 
fluences of the French and English dramatic 
literature with its purity undefiled and its 
wholesome potency permeating and leay- 


| ening the theatrical fabric at every point 


of contact.” 

He cited Gus Thomas’s pretty story of 
the south, “Alabama,” as the best American 
example of this character of plays, and 
Sidney Grundy’s “A Pair of Spectacles” as 
the best English example. Of course, we 
all know ‘‘Alabama”’ and the sweet story it 
tells. I asked him about the English play 
he had mentioned and how it got its name. 

“The plot,’ said he, “aims to show how 
a benevolent man’s views of life may be 
sometimes made to undergo a complete re- 
volution as the result of the introduction 
into his character of a singla malevolent 
ingredient. It is only a question of spec- 
tacles through which you contemplate so- 
ciety and regard your fellow man or woman. 
The right kind of spectacles, as shown in 
this play, really preach a sermon behind 
the footlights. They stir up noble impulses, 
long dormant; they allay passion, they 
bring the tear of repentance and stimulate 
the resolutions of generosity. and altruism. 
That is the theme, and it is a healthy and 
wholesome one. We ought to have more 
such plays; if we had, we would hear less 
railing at the stage for the su™pose@ Lad 
influence it exerts. Bad plays exert bad in- 
fluences, but good plays well produced cer- 
tainly preach sermons from the stage.”

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THE BANK WON. 
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An Interesting Commercial Question 
Decided in the City Court. 

The case of the Maddox-Rucker Banking 
Company against Charles F. Benson was 
decided on yesterday in favor of the bank 
by Judge Westmoreland, who instructed the 
jury. The point involved was peculiarly in- 
teresting from a commercial standpoint 
and the decision creates a precedent of law. 
The declaration alleged that the defend- 
ant, Benson, gave a promisory note for 
$1,000, payable to the order of Abbott, 
Parker & Co., which note was deposited as 
collateral with the bank by the payees, who 
failed to endorse the note by mistake or 
accident. The defendant: pleaded that the 
note was without good consideration be- 
tween the original parties and that the 
failure of the payees to endorse the note 
entitled them to set up any defense against 
the holders that might have been made 
against the payees themselves. 

The question was exhaustively argued by 
both sides, and, after consideration, Judge 
Westmoreland instructed the jury to find 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff.

HAD A HARD FIGHT. 


It Required 3,300 Feet of Hose to Ex- 
tinguish a Fire Yesterday. 
After a long run and a hard fight the fire

Captain John Peek, of Hartwell, Can't 
Get Pension Money 


BECAUSE SOMEBODY IMPERSDNATED HIM 


And Drew His Share—The Governor Pass- 
ed on His Case Yesterday- Other 
News of Int: rest at the Capitol. 


Captain Peak, of Hartwell, will have to 
wait until the legislature meets before he 
can get his pension of $50 from the state. 

The delay is due to no fault of his, but 
to the rascality of some pretending friend, 
who, knowing all the facts about the cap- 
tain’s pension and his war record, passed 
himself off as the pensioner, and secured 
from the state the money which had been 
appropriated to meet this claim. 

The case was up before the governor 
yesterday, Captain Peak being represented 
by Attorney Skelton, of Hartwell. The 
governor called in the attorney general, and 
together they gave the case a careful hear- 
ing. No new facts were, however, developed. 
It proved simply a case of forgery, and 
misrepresentation on the part of somebody 
not now known. The papers in the case 
were submitted by Pension Clerk Harrison, 
who told of the visit of the supposed Peak 
to his office, of his answering all the ques- 
tions put to him, giving as appeared all the 
necessary p,’oofs of his identity and re- 
ceiving in return the warrant upon the 
treasury which enabled hins to draw 
Peak's $650. 

After a thorough study of the case, the 
governor and attorney general agreed that 
there was no way under the law that the 
governor could issue a second warrant for 
the payment of Captain Peak, the whole 
record in the case showing that the warrant 
had already been issued had been delivered 
to Captain Peak in person. A duplicate 
warrant cannot be made upon the pension 
fund, a8 warrants have been issued for the 
total amount of that fund, and to pay a 
second $50 would mean to deprive some 
other needy soldier of a pension which he 
deserved. Nor can a warrant be issued 
upon the contingent fund for this purpose, 
because pensions can only be paid from 
the pension fund. 

It was decided, therefore, that the only 
chance for Captain Peak is in a special act 
by the next legislature, and, while it is a 
certainty that the legislature will reimbuse 
him for the loss he has sustained, there is 
no way legally for him to get that money 
now. This is particularly unfortunate, as 
Captain Peak is in a large measure depend- 
ent upon his pension. 

AS a rule, the pension warrants are sent 
to the ordinaries of the different counties, 
or handed over to statehouse officers, who 
act as agents for the pensioners. A good 
many people from Fulton county and the 
surrounding counties have been in the habit 
of coming to the treasury and getting their 
warrants in person. So far as is known, 
there never has been another case of forg- 
ery of this kind in the history of the pen- 
sion department. This case has, however 
created a good deal of discussion. and it is 
generally believed that it will be an ex- 
cellent change in the law to have the 
pension warrants sent in all cases direct to 
the ordinaries of the counties, and make 
them responsible for their distribution. 
There might, however, under this system 
be some trouble in having the warrants 
cashed in the different counties, though 
those who advocate the change suggested 
do not think so. Captain Harrison, as 
clerk in charge of the pension department, 
has a vast deal of work on his hands, and 
has to do it all in a short time. There is 
no similar department in the country that 
does not have twice or three times as 
much of an office force as has that of 
Georgia, and yet everything is managed in 
perfect shape. The mistake in this par- 
ticular case was certainly in no sense his. 

There is no doubt that it will be rectified 
when the legislature meets, but it may be 
pretty hard on Captain Peak to have to 
wait until that time. Realizing this, some 
of the statehouse officers will endeavor to 
arrange some way for him to get the money 
penuing the result of the  legislature’s 
action. 

Over a Hundred and Eighty Thousand 
Dollars Paid Out. 

There is a vast deal of work about this 
thing of paying out to the county authori- 
ties the amounts due them from the school 
fund. 

‘ Yesterday Commissioner Bradwell and As- 
sistant Commissioner Glenn were vousy at 
work all day,.and when they counted up 
toward evening they found that they had 
paid out something over $180,000 during the 
day. The largest warrants were these,

The Reply. 

Atlanta, Ga., April 10, 1894.—Hon W. E. 
Simmons, Lawrenceville, Ga. Dear Sir: Re- 
plying to your favor which reached me 
yesterday, in which you suggest the recon- 
vening of the joint committee selected by 
General Evans and Mr. Atkinson for the 
purpose of arranging a series of joint de- 
bates, I beg to call your attention to your 
evident misconstruction of the terms of the 
joint debate,- and of General Evans’s ac- 
ceptance of the invitation. Mr. Atkinson 
asked for a joint debate, and joint debates 
have been held in four different sections of 
the state, such as were unanimously agreed 
upon by the committee. You will distincly 
remember that those who represented Gen-' 
eral Evans on this committee took the posi- 
tion that General Evans’s acceptance of 
Mr. Atkinson’s invitation was based entirely 
on the former’s desire to accommodate the 
latter, and not with the hope of benefiting 
the party, whose interests General Evans 
believed could best be served by avoiding 
tne strife and confusion necessarily inci- 
dent to a heated joint canvass, in which 
personal issues would, of course, be the pre- 
dominating feature. 

General Kvans, however, yielded his views 
on the subject, and promptly accepted Mr. 
Atkinson's invitation, with the understand- 
ing that the arrangements of the debate 
should be left to a joint committee appoint- 
ed by each. This committee agreed upon 
four places in different parts of the state, 
and joint debates have taken place at each. 

Gene Evans has already arranged his 
dates for other parts of the state, and it 
is my opinion that there is no necessity 
whatever tor him to agree to a violation 
of the uniform custom observed in previous 
campaigns for the democratic nomination, 
and engage in a continuous series of joint 
debates, which will materially interfere 
with the programme he has already ar- 
ranged, and which will do the party in- 
finitely more harm than could be compen- 
sated for in the personal gain that might be 
derived by either General Evans or Mr. At- 
kinson. The adoption of the proposed plan 


nomination would be without_parallel. 
revious similar campaigns the candidates 
ave met one another for a few debates 
only, and have defined their respective po- 
sitions in such debate, after which they 
have deemed it best to proceed in their 
individual capacities, I see no reason why 
General Evans should depart from this 
custom. An indefinite continuation of the 
joint debates does not commend itself to 
} the friends of General Evans, chiefly be- 
cause he has made other arrangements; 
nor do we believe that such a canvass as 
you propose would commend itself to the 
people of the state. To be perfectly frank 
with you, I do not see why General Evans 
should feel it incumbent upon him to inter- 
fere with the arrangements already made, 
by which he will meet the people of every 
county face to face, between now and the 
date of the convention. He has no possible 
objection to Mr. Atkinson doing likewise. 
Permit me also to call your attention to 
the fact that you misunderstand the action 
of the joint committee, if you are of the 
opinion that it adopted a motion “directing”’ 
you and myself to call this committee to- 
gether again after the Hawkinsville ap- 
pointment. The action of the committee 
left the call for reassembling optional, and 
subject to agreement between yourself and 
myself, representing each commifee, I can- 
not see where any benefit can be derived from 
the reassembling of the committee; hence 
I cannot unite with you in making the call. 
I shall, however, submit the matter to the 
other two members of the committee, and 
if they disagree with me, I will promptly 
communicate with you accordingly.

NEW YORK, April 12.—Extreme dullness 
characterized speculation at the stock ex- 
change throughout the day. The sales 
‘were again under the 100,000-share mark, 
the exact total being 98,515 shares. At in- 
tervals, business came almost to a stand- 
still, and the boardroom was practically 
@eserted. There was little in the way of 
news to affect prices, and, as London sent 
only straggling orders, the execution of 
these had no perceptible influence. On fhe 
announcement that two firms wouid prob- 
ably ship a total of $1,250,000 in gold on 
Saturday, and still another firm would 
forward $500,000, an attempt was made to 
depress the stock market, but the bears 
met with a poor reward. They added to 
their outstanding short lines, but failed to 
dislodge long stocks in any volume. The 
usually prominent railway shares fluctuated 
within a range of 4%@% per cent, and closed 
at small fractions. below last night's finals. 
Chicago Gas developed strength, despite the 
long delay on the part of Attorney General 
Maloney in rendering a decision in the quo 
warranto matter. The stock sold up from 
6214 to 6314 and closed at 62%. Delaware 
and Hudson, after rising a point to 141%, 
dropped rapidly to 189%. Manhattan ruled 
strong, rising 24% to 12744, and losing only 
7 of the advance. Lead yielded about a 
point on light transactions. Sugar enjoyed 
a spurt at the opening, selling up from 
1, to 94, but later yielded to and closed 
at 94. The erratic movement in American 
Toba@o was somewhat of a feature. The 
stock rose 2'g to 9414, suddenly broke to 
89°;, and final transactions were at Qi%¢. 
Outside of the shares named, nothing tran- 
spired that calls for comment, and specula- 
tion left off as it opened, namely, listless 
but steady in tone.

NEW YORK, April 12.—Cotton advanced 6 
to 6 points, but closed 1 to 2 points lower 
than yesterday, and steady; sales 150,000 
bales. Liverpool declined partially 1 point, 
but récovered this and closed steady; spot 
sales 12,000, at prices in buyers’ favor, but 
without quotable change. in Manchester, 
yarns and cloths were quiet and unchanged. 
Bombay receipts for the week 58,000, against 
74,000 this week last year. New Orleans ad- 
vanced 4 to 5 points, but lost this and de- 
clined 1 point. Spot cotton here was dull 
and weak, at unchanged prices; sales 74 for 
spinning. The southern spot markets were 
generally quiet and unchanged. Receipts at 
the ports 5,910, against 5,113 this day last 
week and 6,621 last year. Thus far this 
week 46,097, against 36,065 same time iast 
year. Exports today, 9,612 to Great Britain 
and 1,175 to the continent. One firm said; 
“In 189), the crop was 8,605,518 bales; in 
1891, 9,058,707 bales; total, 17,694,000 bales. 
At the end of those years, tMe visible 
supply had increased 1,533,000 bales. The 
crops of 1892. and 1898 will likely amount to 
about 14,000,000 bales. The visible supply is 
now only 265,000 bales less than two years 
ago. The difference of about 2,000,000 bales, 
mostly likely, largely represents the de- 
crease in the invisible supply in spinners 
and growers’ hands.’ Advice from eight 
cottan states out of the eleven indicate un- 
séasonable weather is delaying planting.

There was no 
pressure to sell, and, accordingly, Mm early 
trading prices advanced. On the rise too 
many wanted to sell, and prices ended 
slightly :ower than vesterday. The receipts 
at the ports and interior towns are dis- 
agreeable features of the situation to the 
bulls. Many of them became sick and dis- 
gusted, and were anxious to get out. The 
trading was a lttle more active, but the 
market lacked genuine spirit.

NEW YORK, April 12.—Summary of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co.’s cotton letter: Lan- 
cashire spinners bought more freely than 
of late today in Liverpool, increasing their 
purchases to 12,000 bales. This shows that 
at about present prices the English manu- 
facturers are willing to buy more. cotton 
than their actual consumption, but this in- 
crease in the demand was only sufficient 
to prevent a decline in the Liverpool mar- 
ket, whereas arrivals closed steady a 
shade better than last evening. These ad- 
vices from Liverpool, coupled with the 
lighter receipts at Bombay had the effect 
of creating a better feeling in this market, 
and prices advanced some 5 points from 
the lowest of the morning, but in New Or- 
leans, the heavy receipts at Houston, and 
estimates of continued heavy receipts at 
that point, caused a decline, which was ac- 
companied by selling orders in this market, 
and the advance was lost. The discour- 
aging feature of the situation is the ab- 
sence of demand from the eastern spinners 
wbo are able to supply themselves with 
cotcon at lower prices in the southern mar- 
kets. The interior stocks are expected to 
lose about 20,000 bales tomorrow, but ac- 
cording to estimates current in the market 
the amount of cotton coming in sight will 
again exceed that of last year. The*mar- 
ket closes about 2 points below last even- 
ing, but with rather a steadier tone than 
it has shown at any time during the day.

NEW YORK, April 12.—(Special.)—The 
fact that Liverpool had halted in her de- 
cline gave the bulls a little more courage 
this morning, and our opening was at an

next, and the anxiety of holders to get out 
of their May contracts was again mani- 
fested by heavy and continuous offerings.

THE DAY WAS A‘RAW AND WINDY ONE 


But a Good Crowd Was Out to See It. 
Macon Hasa Good Pitcher in 
Gray~—Games Elsewhere. 


Atlanta walked away with the Macon 
team again yesterday afternoon and the 
walking wag dene in the presence of nearly 
a thousand people. 

Had the weather keen warm the crowd 
would have been larger even than it was 
on the opening day. 

Throughout the game the weather was 
cold and chilly and the people in the 
smoking end of the grand stand and on 
the bleachers were almost constantly 
“whipping’’ themselves to keep warm, while 
the players could hardly keep a warmth 
by exercise. 

The game came Atlanta’s way tm fine 
shape, but by the rules it must go on record 
as a seven to four finish. 

And that means that the. Atlanta team 
made six runs and nine hits, besides two 
sacrifices and two stolen bases, which will 
never see the light of day in making the 
record of the team for the year ’94. 

It was darkness and the power of the 
umpire which Knocked the Atlantas out 
of the six runs, the five base hits and the 
other emoluments of the inning. With one 
man out and the bases full Umpire Hogan 
called the game on account of darkness. 
Thts was while Atlanta was working at the 
bat in the first half of the eighth, and, of 
course, when the game was called aii the 
work the boys had don® was wiped off the 
score book and the result was the same as 
if the game had been called at the end 
of the seventh. 

Though it was so dark that the ball could 
not be seen when the umpire called the 
game, Manager Hoggins, of Macen, made 
quite a kick and wanted the game con- 
tinued. Hogan, however, seems to have 
his head right square between his shoul- 
ders and generally knows what he 1s doing. 
Had it been otherwise his continuance of 
the game would have added to Atlanta’s 
work, as it was almost impossible for the 
Macon fielders to see the ball. 

How It Was Won. 

When the teams lined up for work the 
Atlantas found a short, stumpy, red-headed 
fellow in the box. He recalled to many 
Tom Ramsey, the left hander who was 
once the king of pitchers, and who is now in 
Savannah, where he did up Beard’s Charles- 
ton aggregation yesterday afternoon. It 
was Gray, and his every movement was 
that of Ramsey in the days of his kinghood 
on the diamond. His work, though a lit- 
tle wild at times, was of the highest order, 
and it was a most favorable impression he 
made upon the Atlanta people. All through 
the game he was cool and never showed the 
least indication of rattles. 

Butler. the first man up, was given his 
first on balls and was sacrificed to second 
by Gilman and to third by Ryan, where 
he was left by Boland’s flyout to Bsterday. 

Kissenger, Manager Sullivan's long, tall 
itcher, went in the box for Atlanta and 
fcFarland hit the first ball to Lewee and 
was thrown out to Ryan. Hoover fouled 
out to Boyle and Mayer got his base on 
balls but was thrown out at second while 
trying to steal that bag. 

Ashenback flew out to Joanes in the sec- 
ond and Boyle went out from gray to Hog- 
gins. Hollohan hit a fiy to Esterday, who 
dropped it, and was sent to second a min- 
ute later when Lewee was given his firsc on 
balls. It then looked like a run, but Kis- 
singer dew out to »weuch in left and the 
run did not come.

Welch 
ted off with a single and went tu second on 
Joanes’s single—his third hit of the game. 
Hoggins drove -one out to Butler, who 
dropped it. That filled the bases, and it 
was then that Kissinger gave Esterday 
his base, forcing Welch in. Gray then 
made a pretty sacrifice, scoring Joanes and 
Hoggins. That made three runs for Ma- 
fon, and the people were looking for more 
when McFarland hit to Gilman and was 
thrown out at first, and Esterday was

A CHECK FOR $1,000,000 DEPOSITED 


The Louisville and Nashville Had a Repre- 
sentative Present, but He Made No 
e Bid—Bondholders Get It. 


Charleston, 8. C., April 12.—In pursuance 
of the decree of the United States court 
made last December, the South Carolina 
railroad was sold at public auction at 
11 o'clock today. A lafge number of prom- 
inent financiers attended the sale, but lit- 
tle excitement attended the bidding. The 
road was sold to Wheeler H. Peckham, 
of New York, who represented a syndicate 
of first mortgage bondholders, for $1,000,000, 
with which to discharge prior liens and 
outstanding indebtedness. The price paid 
virtually amounts to something less than 
$7,000,000. 

The Louisville and Nashville system, 
which owns about $900,000 worth of second 
mortgage bonds, was represented at the 
sale by J. B. Probst, but he took no part 
im the bidding. » 

There are rumors to the effect that there 
is an understanding between the first mort- 
gage bondholders and the Louisville and 
Nashville people, by which the latter may 
ultimately control the property. 

Mr. Peckham deposited a check for $100,- 
000, with Receiver Chamberlain, acting as 
special master, and the remainder of the 
purchase money will be paid within thirty 
days. 


The Race Northward. 

There has not lately been such interest 
in a race between two railroad trains in 
the south as that aroused by the second 
contest for speed between the Atlantic 
Coast Line and the Richmond and Danville. 

The race was in progress yesterday. It 
was between the two fast trains of the 
respective lines, and was for the purpose 
of testing the time that can be made by 
the roads between Jacksonville and New 
York. 

The Coast Line left Jacksonville at 10:25 
o'clock a. m. Wednesday, the Richmond and 
Danville at 10:43 o’clock a. m. on the same 
day. The Coast Line had 149 passengers, 
the Richmond and Danville 206. The two 
trains each had five coaches and one bag- 
gage car. 

The time of arriva! }n Washington yester- 
day morning of the two trains gives the ad- 
vantage to the Coast Line by one hour and 
twenty-six minutes. The Coast Line reach- 
ed the national capital at 7:19 and the 
Richmond and Danville entered the carshed 
of tnat city at 9 o’clock, sharp. 

The Richmond and Vanvilie, having more 


people than the Coast Line, had a heavier’ 


load, and, more than this, had to stop at 
Columbia to add another car for the com- 
fortable accommodation of its bassen- 
gers, thus giving it heavier weight than 
the other train. Further than this, some 
unexpected delay was incurred on the Vir- 
ginia Midland division of the roaua. ‘Tae 
first race that was run by the two lines 
was a victory for the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, and it is more than probable that 
this would have turned out the same way 
but for the increased weight of the train 
that went over the Richmond and Danville 
tracks. 

Since the Richmond and Danville entered 
the Florida. field, it has brought the schedule 
down between Jacksonville and the east to 
twelve hours quicker speed than has been 
the rule heretofore. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville has been getting a great share of the 
florida traffic lately. 


The Queen and Crescent Deal. 

The following report is being sent out 
from New York with reference to the deal 
between the Queen and Crescent and the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton:

Vittur to a Constitution reporter yester- 
day afternoon, ‘‘and 1 am aimost certain 
that the picture published in yesterday’s 
Constitution is the same. There is no doubt 
in my mind but that the dead man is 
Alexander.”’ 

Putting together all the points, it is 
pretty safe to conclude that the man is 
really Alexander. On the dead man was 
found a shirt marked “J. A. Alex—’’. Near 
the grave were found just such tools as 
Alexander carried and the remnants of 
some old umbrellas. In his pocket was 
found a picture that Mr. Vittur is practi- 
cally certain is the same one he has often 
seen Alexander exhibit. Alexander was 
supposed to be somewhere in south Geor- 
gia or Alabama mending umbrellas. The 
points of resemblance seem complete. |
